WA tor any ſingular party upon the ac+ 
\; count of Religion, 15 greatly ma- 
þ F1 niteſt in che leading Quakers, and 
21 eſpecially in W. Pen, trom whole 
Parts and Education one would 
expe& more than ordinary Candor and Ingenuity : 
but baving imbarked himſelf among thoſe People, 
(who alſo by their Tenets are peculiarly diſpoled to 
have a high opinion of themſelves, and to contemn 
all ochers) and having obtained a high repute among 
them, he becakes himſelf co ſuch piriful ſhifts, (cur- 
rilities and bravings to uphold their detcHed Caule 
and tortering Kingdom, as one would think could 
not proceed from any man profelſing Chriſtianity, 
He that would have this evidencly proved, let him 
read his late controverſal Writings, elpecially hus 
Winding-ſheet, and Spirit of Alexander, 

Atter the Spirit of the uow- Quakers or Foxonient, 
directed to be none of Chriſt's, by feverall Pieces 
chat have come forth of lace z at length the Book 1n- 
ticuled The Speric of the Hate made publick,dilco. 
vers their principles and practices in their government 
amongſt chemſclyes, ro be tar difference from what 
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they profels openly when they invite people to b© 
Qeaker: : and that they act upon the ſame princi- 
pics, and in the ſame Tyrannical manner ( as far as 
their power reaches ) as the Court at Rome: And this 
not only proved by inſtances of marters of fact, ſeen 
and heard for the molt part by the Author him(elt ; 
bur alſo argued and compared with that principle 
which was held torth as the foundation of cher way, 
and upon which he ( certainly nor one of the lealt 
ingenious among them ) became a Qwuakey, 

What was now to be expected trom theſe men 
thus derefted,may be (cen in cheir Spirit of Alexander 
the Copper-Swith, or Anſwer ta the Spirit of the 
Hatt ; which I ſhall in ſhort make ſome remarks 
upon, 

And firſt we may obſerve, that ( like contentious 
women ) where che matcer 1s moſt evident againſt 
them, there they make the grateſt noiſe, and are 
moſt clamorous and furious ; and make the greateſt 
ſhow of confidence and victory : when the dehgn of 
their owne vain-glory and greatneſs is manitelted 
not onely by thoſe that have conſidered them in their 
publick appearance ; but alſo by ſome within them- 
lelves chit are privy to their Cabals and private tranl- 
actions, theu tbe Divil maſt needs be bard beſet, and 
bis condition deſperate ; (ce Spt. of Alex. p. 1. becauſe 
the foundations of their Kingdom ſhake, and their 
{abjz:ts diſcover ut and ſeek ro withdraw themſelves 
from cheir terricories, Who could have made a more 
apt inf-rence from {uch premiſes ? 
| 2. That though they call this Author's Relation, 
Lier, Forgery, Defamation, with abandance of terms 
ot che like Foxonan leaven, yet when they come to 
particulars, they eicher, x. coutels what they _ 
with 
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wich an idle diſtinRion, ( except ſome few things; ) 
or, 2. Acknowledge them by ſaying nothing concer- 
ning them z or 3, ule ſome deceit in their terms of 
denial, which every Reader cannot diſcover ; or 4, 
take an occaſion from ſome circumſtances, perhaps nor 
rightly fer down, to deny the whole matrer, 

3. That w, P. doth in their names acknowledze 
thac the ſubſtance of this Auchors complaine 1s erue, 
(H: vives p. 14, IF, mn his p. 8, ) namely, that they

This is that which #, P, labours todo, and for 
that purpoſe uſeth no other Arguments than the Va. 
piſts 1n the like cale,who are che onely perſons that I 
know of that challenge ſuch a power ;z for the Prote. 
ſtants do nor challenge it : the Church of England 
challenges onely a prudential power of determining 
lome Ceremomies, as of the Surplice, Croſs and Knee- 
ling, to be convenient at this time : bnt not by ver- 
cue of an infallible Spirit,or as ot Divine Authority 3 
which the Romamſts do,and the Quakers. As tor the 
Arguments that this Author urges againſt this uſur- 
pation, W. P. paſſes them by, and gives, inſtead ot 
an{wers, clamours and railings againſt hum. As tor 
the Arguments that W. P. uſech, they being the lame 
with thoſe of the Papiſts againſt the Proteſtants, they 
may be tound anſwered and refured every where in 
Proceſtanc writings. 
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4. But that which this Author doth chiefly inſiſt 
on, and which indeed 1s moſt proper for him, aud 
the choice and proſecution of it renders him Ingeni- 
ous, 1s, That in this Doctrine and Practice of theirs, 
they manifeſtly contradict the chict principle and 
main foundation they at firſt held forth, whereby 
they have commended themſelves to the world, and 
have gained co be their Proſelytes ſome honelthearted 
people, and among the reft this Author. For indeed 
the Quakers chick principle, namely, That every one 
ought diligently to take beed to, and walk according to 
the Light in bimſelf, is of ſuch evident cruth in che 
plain ſenſe of the terms, that there can ſcarce be tound 
either Chriſtian or Heathen, ( that underſtands what 
he ſaith ) that can deny it ; for it is in ſubſtance this, 
That every may ought diligently to obſerve and do what 
God doth by aty meanes convince him to be his Duty, 
Now conſidering that this was crycd up by the Qua- 
kers, as the old Truth brought to light by chem, 'twas 
no wonder that their Doctrine was received by ſome 
wel. minded people, that were not ſo happy as to 
know mean} wot atorchand to be poſleſlyrs of this 
common principle ; and there's no queſtion bur all of 
them chat do it honeſtly, do ir upon the ſame 
ground: Bur herein lyes the myſtery of their iniquicy, 
( which chis man has been ſo ingenious.and happy as 
todiſcover, ) namely, That be who ſhall receive the 
forementioned principle a evident in bus own heart ſhall 
afterward be induced to believe that whatever the cbeif 
Quakers teach, is ar evident, and that this evidence us 
from the immediate Revelation of God's infallbleSpirit 
within bimſelf. But it ic happen that the leading men 
contradict one another ( notwithſtanding they pro= 
teſs rhe infailivie L19ght ro be their guide) then he thac 
ae Bir has 
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Has the ſtrongeſt intereſt among the Elders (hall judg 
the other party,andif he or they donot ſubmit rhem- 
ſelves to his judgment, he ſhall be condemned in rhe 
name of the Lord, and deprived of all both Eeele- 
Faſtick and civil priviledges, which they can by any 
means hinder him of, And befides, it he make any 
publick complaint, and do not contorm to their wiils, 
they will then load him with all poſſible reproaches, 
and rather than fail, they'll ſay he is -broken in his 
brain or diſtraRted, as they did of Fobhn Pennyman ; © 
if he be aman,who in reſpe#t of his Trade or Cilling, 
doth depend upon them or thoſe they have inrreſt in, 
he and his family ſhall be pitileſsly ruined. This is 
the ſubſtance of what this Author has ſer forth, and 
which w. P. defends, 

5. Now who this Auchor is F know not, and I dv 
not perceive him concerning himſelf co make any re- 
ply to the Quaker: railings; perhaps he thinks (as the 
truth is,) that his vincication is ſo evident to every 
one that will bur impartially read his Letter, char 
there's no need of more. For who can otherwiſe than 
preſume this man capable of giving ajult and true ac- 
count of the Quakers chief principle upon which 
himſelf was owned,and receiv'd by them, and con. 
tinued with them ſome years? And 2. who can read 
and not clearly perceive that the pradtice he found 
among them doth abſolucely (ubyert that principle 7 
For if every man muſt upon pain of fin walk accord- 
ing to the Light in bis own particular, then he cannot 
without fin walk according to 
the Light in G. Fox, or othey See Cont. Dial, 
Men, when that is contrary or p,63, 64,65, 
diverſe from his own. 

6, As for my ſelf and other Chriſtians, this Lerter 
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ſervesus moſt” effeQually to prove, 1, That theſe 
Quakers their crying up the Light 'within, or the ju- 
fallible rule and gindance of the Holy Spirit in every 
partigular Conſcience 4s the ſupream Judge, is but a 
ſhooing- horn to drawpeople-in, and thac when they 
are brought over to / them by that means, then they 
mult be ruled and guided by the judgment ot G. Fox 
and the ruling Elders :'$o *cis maniteſt, They preach 
that in their Doctrine, which they concradict in their 
practice. 2, Tharſome Quakers ( and it's more than 
Probable that the moſt of chem)believe and practiſe by 


tradition and imitation of their Leaders, perſwading 


themſelves in the mean time'that chey arc caught by 
an infallible Light in chemſelves ſo co do, 3, That the 
Body of the Quakers conſiſts of ſuch a forc of impli- 
cite Beleiversy, for when this man and his Compani.. 
ons gaye themſelves ſo much liberty as to examine 
things © find aparticular conviction, they could hind 
no ſuch thing and its eaſy to perceive by his reaſon- 
ing, that he 1s more able ro examine things than one 
of a thouſand of them. So that, 4. Quakerilme 
properly 1s not buile upon that Prancple rightly 
underſtood, viz. Every man owght to believe and 
praftiſe according to the _ fn bimolf; ( tor 1n that 
reſpect we and all honeſt men are Quakers, )but 
upon a falle and miſtaken notion and tenſe ot u, viz, 
T aat whot the leading men teach for the Light in eve- 
*y may, itindeed ſo, 5. This inſtance gives a tull 
anſwer to that common evaſion of the Quakers: when 
we plead that we alla-walk according to the Light of 
God ious, thry preſently reply, that we are of the 
wor{d,aud in the cuſtogss and reaſonings of ut ;, but if we 
would come ont of the wor{d,and be obtdiemt 4s they are, 
we /benld experienge the Truth, as they de : We) we 
| | ye 
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have here an experienced man (and he's not alone) 
that has given obedience ( as they ) co che Light in 
himſelf, which becauſe it contradicts the will of G. 
Fox and the Ruling- Elders, he is diſowned by them, 
Now then, 'cis evident they would not have us to 
tollow rhe Light in our (elves, but the Light in Gee, 
Fox, &c. and that the Afſlurance and Intallibility 
trom Experience they talk of , is mcerly a ſtrong 
Confidence in G. Fox and his Companions, 

7. But to come to the particulars of che Caule ; 
We are beſpatter'd (laith . Pen, pq, 5.) becanſe 
we abhor, renounce, and rebukg 2.0 
with ſeverity that rude [mags *G.F.didrot fo in the 
nation of the * Hat on in publich. oo — _ 
Prayer, which did we uſe, we Tew fray - Fo = # 
ſhould but be efleemed by you thu Cap-honeur fom 
{ Profetiors] tbe worſe. below, and worſhiping 

Anſw, Very likely, Sir ; pt rag themmeyr 3g 
Bur*do you order y our ſelves _ bf youre 
in the Worthip of God by the worſbyp. 
reaſon of gaining our eſteem ? 

Why do you not anſwer your Friend's Argument 
drawn from your own Principles? You acknow. 
ledge a Reſpect and Reverence duc unto Magiſtratesz 
buc you deny chem that of che Hat : why 7 Becauſe 
3's low and periſhing, and may be trampled on, there's 
no ſolidity in 1t 3 The H at- bonour ,Hat-worſhip, Hat- 
humility is an honour below + but men that be in the 
Law of God, they mind not the Hat, G, F. And will 
you give that as a revereiice to God, which you lay 
15 too low for men? Doth G, Fox lay in Print to 
them that keep on ' their Hat at your Prayers, Tow 
grove mo more reverence wnto God than wnro a Horſe ; 
and yet kcep it 0n before Princes and Governours, to 
; | whom 
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whom he allows at leaſt more reverence rhan to a 
Horſe ? But whence 1s the obligation of putting off 
the Har at Prayer > The Ouakers do not pretend 
th: Auchority of che Scripture, x Cor. 11, 4, Every 
ws praying or propbeſying with his bead covered, diſ. 
bononreth bis head ; And Fohn Perrot has long ago 
urged that againſt chem : For if it be unlawful to co- 
ver the head in Prayer , 'tis fo alſo in Propheſying 
or Declaring, which notwithſtanding they praGhie : 
if the one be lawful, the other cannot be unlawtyul, 
And why (ſaith our Author ) ſhowld it be lawfal to 
have the bead covered when a (Miniſter returns bigb 
prasſes tothe Loyd, and matter of Excommuntcation 
ro do the ſame 1n time of bus Prayer ? p. 33. We ay, 
There's no Divine Command tor it ; it becomes an 
ourward token of reverence to God from the cuſtom 
of the Country that uſeth it for ſuch toward men. 
Therefore in the Eaſtern Countries where they uſe it 
not for a reverence to men, neither do they ule it to- 
ward God, but have their heads covered at publick 
Prayer. G. F. p.10., The Fews did not put off their 
Hats when they went into the Synagogues or Templer, 
O&c.Þ. 11. The Prieſt was not to wncover bus bead in 
tbe S auttuary (Lev. 21. 10,) which # contrary to the 
Prieſis now in the Templer. P. 4+ And the Twrks 
count it an odious or hateful pratiice to put off the Hat: 
(yet they are to bonour.) How come then the Qnua- 
hers, who abhor the Cuſtoms of the World, to re- 
tain this in the Worſhip of God ? Did G. F, in this 
matter forget himſelt 2 or, had he a ſpecial Revela- 
tion for it ? A ſpecial Revelation without doubt, if « 
be true that be doth nothing without onez Well ! 
that's enough to juſhfie him in fo doing : But how 


comes he to require other men to prathiſe jt, when they 
are 
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are not convinced of it  O( faith Pen) I utterly ve- 


nounce that, in our Friend's name,as an infamous ſlan- 
der : Bat (\auth he ) we will be well ſatisfied with any 
Member: diſprattice of an orderly performance, once 
cheerfully owned. p. 10, Is nor this a deep-(tudyed 
Man think ye, that could find out ſuch a learned 
diftinetion ? Nay, bur probably he will pretend he 
writes by Revelation: $o then, they do not require 
Mcn topractiſe what they are not convinced of: but 
they require men not to diſpractiſe what they are nor 
convince d of, I had always thought that two Ne. 
gatives int Engliſh make an Aﬀirmirive ; and o, that 
not to diſprattiſe is the ſame 25 to prattiſe:Lert the learn- 
ed world vail to #, Pen! But he means that they 
require men wot to {rave off to prattiſe, what they bave 
prattifed : ( what! chough they practiſed without 
conhderation, or conviction ? Yes: ) That & ( faith 
Pen) moſt reaſenable and orderly, Þ. 10, If once you 
become a Quaker, and do, as they do, ler the induce. 
ment be the Opinion you have of G, Fox or what 
ie will, it ever you diſſent .from them in the leaſt 
Ceremony, you are an Apoſtate, and ſhall be deale 
with accordingly ; as it ſeems our Author was. 

8. But how will Y.Pen's learned diſtinction ſerve 
the caſe of che Maid ? who being required of Fob» 
Bolton, by vertue of an Order from G. F. ro few up 
the ſlit in her Waiſtcoat-skirt behind, anſwered that 
ſhe ſaw no evil init ; and James Claypole thought it 
lutable to their principle, that ſhe ſhowld firſt ſee the 
evil of wt #n ber ſelf, before ſhe judged it, and not (faith 
he) becauſe we ſay it : But the poor man (25 ſaith our 
Author, p. 29.) wes fain to acknowledge bus error in 
ir, though in private be confeſt it (to G, Welch, of 
which "us belicved Jobn Oſgood 15 not 1gnorant) ro be 
no 
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»o error : But I know not how it comes to paſs, but 
F. Claypole 1s as ſubtitle in diſtinguiſhing here as WP. 
Pen humlelf : The intent of wy words (faith he) was, 
that every one ſhould be left to God's Witneſs in their 
Conſciences, to condemn what that condemns, and to 
quſtifie what that juſtifies, and not to condemn or juſti- 
fie barely upon the motion or judgment of others. This 
he aſſerts: and the Slander he denies is this 3 That 
the Tyranny of their Elders u ſuch, as to impoſe upon 
the weak, and ſimple that which they cannot believe : 
And the milapprehenfion upon which he was called 
to judgment was, 44 sf ( laith he ) my words bad e:x- 
tended ſo far, 4s that nothing was to be accounted an 
evil, unleſs the guulty party ſaw it to be ſo. The Que- 
ſion 15 touching a thing not in its own nature ev:] 

the meaning mult be this ; That the [lit in the maid's 
waiſicoat muſt be accounted an evil, becauſe G. Fox had 
judg'ditto be ſo ; and the made mult (ew ir up, ( as 
many others had done upon the ſaid Order ) though 
ſhe her (elf faw no evil in it. What now doth this 
come ſhort of requiring to pratliſe before convithion, 
or impoſing upon the weak what they cannet believe, 
except they be reſolved to believe as the Church be- 
lievs? Are theſe men fit to be talked to, that dare 
«ffront the world with ſuch deceiful deſences as theſe 
are ? Is this your glorious liberty, ye members of the 
Quakers Body ? That if ye ſubmit not to the Law 


ot G,F, or the ruling-Elders, ye ſhall beaccounted |- 


Belialites and in the Spirit of Kanteriſm, rantin gS pt- 
rits,and to be dealt with accordingly ! T be beſt words 
wtter'd from Chriſt in the dayes of bu fleſh, ( laith 
G. Keith ) and yet recorded in Seripture, cannot reveal 
the Fatber : but it ſeems the words of G. F, or the 
Elders can reveal the Fathers will, even in things po- 
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ſirfve, and (o are of greater efficacy aud authority 
than Chriſt's. He that can ſay any thing, can recon- 


« |cile theſe things with what W. P, ſaythin his caveat 


againſt Popery, p, 8. who, ſpeaking againſt the de- 
terminations of general Conncills, as requiſite to be 1n- 
diſpenſibly obey'd, interr's, that ſo the moral or dofiri- 
wall good or evil of an Att or principle ( in and from 
a mans owne judgment ) ſhall not be obliging ;, but 
be muſt be bound againſt bus owne ſenſe, reaſon and 
faith. 

9, Now I chink theliberty, or rather ſlavery, 
the Quakers are 1n one to another, 15 manitfeſt ; 
Let us next ſee wha: liberty they allow to the world; 
that 1s,to Chriſtians who are not of their Body, par- 
ticularly co Presbyterians, Independents, Baptiſts, to 
them G. F. will nor allow 1.berty, becauſe they are 
not in the Power or Truth : But #Y. P. never wants 
a Salvo tor George, let him ſay what he will He 
meant it ({aith he) not of outward but of inwardly Li- 
berty: And yet W.P. knew it was [poken to one, 
(at a meeting at Devonſhire-houſe ') w ho pleaded 
tor Liberty of Conſcience about his Hat, which 1s 
an outward exerciſe; Bur why we ſhould imagin 
they would give Liberty, whole both Principles and 
and Practices are againit it, I know not ; of both 
which we have in :heſe ſheers a tair account, For, 1. 
They prercnd co an 1ntallible Judgment in all mat- 
ters of Religion, whereby the poſlibilicy of being in 
Truth to Perſons differing trom them, is quice taken 
away, 2, They account him a Ranting Spirit, who 
ſhall not account that evi], (even in marcers of Cere. 
mony ) which they account evil, after dne admwont- 
ton, fre, And is it confiltent with ary Guvernmeut 
lu the World to tolerate Ranters? 3. They do tre+ 
gQuencly 
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queatly impute to men choſe crimes as manifeſt, that 
ate juſtly puniſhable by the Magiſtrate ; fuch as are, 
Malicious Alts, Slanders, Injurious Lying, Deſigns 
ts Miſchief, Injuſhce, « Murdering Mind, Sacri. 
ledge, Villeny, &c. So that it W. Pen's realoning 
againſt the Bapults in his Epiſtle before Plain Deal- 
i»g, &c, be valid, then the Quakers will cercainly 
pcriecure ; tor thus he faith, But this notably ſhews 
their [pirit, who thus adventure to perſecmte | viz. by 
revilings| wuthout power : Let who will believe they 
would not do ut if they bad power ;, for my own part 
(faich he) I declare my ſelf none of that number. Now 
I appeal to the ſober judgment of all men thac are 
converſant in reading Books, whether they ever mer 
wich any writings (o.tull of reviling and 11-bread lan- 
guage upon ſuch {light grounds as thole of che Qua- 
kers, 4 ICs lo notoriouſly true what this Author 
laich, rhat be bath ſeen pulling down, baling out, and 
thruſting forth of thuir Meetings, and that they went 
as far as their Power, and conſequently wanted not Will, 
but Power, to puniſh: Yea, it's ſo manitelt ro thoſe 
that have ufcd cheir Mcetings, that W, P. in appeal. 
ing to God's holy Witneſs in all Conſciences for their 
vindication, diſcovers himſclt a man greatly to be 
lamenced as either blind or impudent, Let Fran. 
cis Chadwel tell of the ulage he has found amongit 
them. Have they nor added puſhing, pinching , 
kicking, and bard-treading upon feet and toes tO thole 
other violences? But. P. anſwers, that they ne» 
ver retuſed Conicicnrious Inquirers, and would be 
informed, if ever they ſo uſed any conſcientious Inquirer 
or oppoſer. Let us name who we will, I dare warrant 
hell never allow any of chem to have been conſcientt» 
ous. I have ſccn lome Papers of oac Williams King a 
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waker, and who upon that account has expoſed 
ito impriſunment for ſpeaking in the Quakers 
Meetings, Burt he complains of the fame uſage from 
the Quakers as from their perſecutors ;that he has 
been haPd down our of their Gallery in Grace- 
church-ſtreer with ſuch violence that he has ſcarce 
{elt che Rairs z that be bas often felt their cruel bands ; 
that G. Whitehead, being in a grear rage and fury at 
Fer.Clerk's houſe, gave him a fore pinch in the arm ; 
chat they would not ſuffer him to be a priſoner (tho 
for the ſame cauſe) among chem, bur procur'd thac he 
ſhould be keept in the common-prifon, with a great 
deal co the = purpole : Now becauſc he doth in 
ſome things difagree with their judgment, they deal 
wich him 1n chis manner : Nay, morcover,he faith, 
G. Whitehead and others came to Henry Pawſon and 
his wife, with whom he lodged, and charg'd chem 
not to enrertain himzthereby indeavonring what they 
could to force him our of the Land. Now perhaps 
they will ſay #. King is a mad man ; if he be, they 
ought to ſhow more compalsion towards him and nor 
to deal with him in that cruel manner they do ; bur 
for my part I ſce nothing in his Papers, which doth 
not become a Quaker, and 1s not ſucable co theix 
Principles. There are ſeveral other Inſtances of their 
uling Violence in their Meetings, which may be 
urg'd as occaſion ſhal ſcrve z And their Paper againſt 
fobn Pennyman when he was in Priſon, may ſhow 
what ſpirit they are of. Nay, they would not ſpare 
thac grave ancient Gentlewoman Anne Mudd, 
who being moved to [peak a few words among them, 
before their Speakers began, T bowas Mantbews, who 
guarded the ſtairs, pulled her away by violence, 
Theſe are the People that in former dayes have vex'd 


and 
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and diſquieted all forts of Religious Aſſemblies with 
their Meſſages ( as they ſaid ) from the Lord, and 
have clamour'd againſt choſe as Perſecuters,that could 
not otherwiſe obtain their peace than by thruſting or

Pen owns it as a peice of, not only 
juſt, but ne:eflary puniſhmene to be infl. ed upon 
him chat is not a Qw=aktr, or him thatis ſo in all 
things buc the Ceremony of the Hat 1n Prayer, that if 
he could not get a wife ſave among the Q «akers, he 
Mould never have one : See lis p, 10, where he calls 
ſuch an one's diflcut, [maginations and Whimſeys, Ar 
for their denjwg ſuch an one 4 burial, though they 
would deny it bim alwayes as one of them, but eſpecially 
their xow uſurping bu property un a burial-place, us 
(be ſayth) a down-r1ght forgery, Kindneſs! They 
would not ſuffer ſuch an one to ſtinck above ground, 
buc he ſhould be buryed, not among the Catholicks, 
but as Herericks in Spain or [taly : But it 1s ſo notori- 
ous and common with them ( as they that have been 
among them report ) to deprive ſuch diſowned per- 
{ons of their property in the burying-place, that I

fingle Perſon that 1s infallible is not more or leſs in- 
fallible, becauſe many or nove are of his mind : And 
if chis particular Perſon may err, that alſo, and eve 
one fide Body : conſequently there can be no infal- 
lible decifion of any controverſy berween them, bue 
that which is made by number, intereſt, force, cun- 
ning or the like, none of which will any man in his 
witrs ſay, is any ground of 
infallibilicy,except upon the *W.P. ſaith, that God 
Arguments of the * Church bath gives greater 
of Rome, which quite ſub- gudgment to biel burch 
yert the Quakers principle, thay to the individual 
Fthly. We ſee by their amvermbrrs of it, is a true 
aſſuming to themſelves the poſition, and the Church 
power of judging in ſuch of Rowe err? not in that, 
matters, & by their ſeverity but 1m accounting them- 
m enforcing thoſe things ſelves 4 true Church.

England know there are (at leaſt) ſome Taxes or 
Aſleſiments, which they have peremprorily refuſed ; 
which thing being objected co G, Fox, ( who with G. 
Whitehead (they ſay) was the Author of that Decla- 
ration, ) he anlwer'd, We pay Our Taxes &c, inti« 
mating that the term Our was not to be extended to 
the Taxcs &c. requir'd, but to thoſe paid. O wonder- 
ful equivocation | But when a honeſt-harted woman 
cold him, ſhe paid no Taxes &c, he reply'd, Thy falr, 
and oyl, and vineger in the ſhop do all pay taxes; or 
to that purpoſe, Behold here the DoGtrine and 
pratice of this 2rwe Prophet whow Fobn ſaid be was 
not | Bchold'the Anointed, whoſe Kingdom #s effabli- 
ſhed in peace | has come up tothe Feſwirs already, and 
how far he will excel] them, we know not, Bur ler's 
return to our Author.

_ whole praRtice is full of Scandals, and liked 
the bercer by them on the acconnr+of diſtinguiſhing 
them from others? K ic not evident enough - that 
the true rcaſon of their not receiving his ceftimon 
was, it's contradichon to the practice of G, Fax? 
had it been reveal'd to him firſt, «had been recerv'd 
readily 5 but now ic muſt be rejeted, Here we may 
perceive clearly, what it is that influences rhcle men 
in the owning or diſowning of Divine Revelations 2 
however there's no gainlaying, but tþet rorwich.. 
ſtanding all the advantages that any Ruling Quaker 
bas, be may be groſsly deluled, and tak that for an 
infallible Revelation from God, which proceeds indeed 
from the ſpirit of decent, For thus Fox and his parry 
lay, Perror and his parcy did ; and the like might 
Perrot fay of Fox : And Fox or his party cannog 
give any the leaſt fol:d ground, whereby co d:cide 
the Controverſie berween them. Theretore we cou- 
clude juſtly chat thele men, as Rulers and Prophets, 
are led by a Selt-contradi&tizg, Proud, Blaiphe. 
mous and Tyranical Spiric, For they equally 
C pretend 
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pretend Revelation, and it there be any advantage 
in this matter,it is on Perrot*s ſide and not on Fox”s; 
{o that if Perret be condemned, Fox cannot ſtand,

pretend to the diſcerning of Spirits, took unto them, 
and examin'd him concerning it, and inſtead of ap. 
proving his Propheſie, they did almoſt webs 3 
the Man that it was a Deluſion 3 and ſv in a matter 
thatſo highly concerned chem as well as others, ] 
never could hear thar any of chem gave credit to 
him, but were as far from diſcerning Truth in that 
Word which came to paſs,as any of their Neighbors; 
and ſuffered equally with chem in that general Ca- 
lamity. And fothis Prophet, who, it chey had gi 
ven heed co hjm,: might have been a great gory ro 
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choir party, isthe ſhame and reproach of them aW 
to whom his Tidings came, but eſpecially to the 
Judging Elders. Suppofing now G. F. and his ad 

erents to be the old Prophers (aschey would be 
eltemed) we ſce by this inftance, chey can contra» 
di& che Word of the Lord in the younger Prophets, 
as did che old Prophet, 1 Kings 13, But me-thinks 
the (ad fate of that young Propher, for giving heed 
to the old one, ſhould ſufficiencly caucion the young

For it is noc lawſul tor afty'man, or company of 
men, becaufe he or they are in che Spirit of God,and 
of che erue Church, to do, or agree to do whar they 
pleaſe, nor to make,appoint, preſcribe rules and orders 
for themſelves and all other the members of the ame 
body, bow or in what manner they ſhall worſhip 
God, and then walk in thoſe rules, whetbe the Lord 
leads them into them or no :— But if he or they ſhall 
go and do that which the Spirit and Life doth not re. 

uire of him, u ſhall be ſaid unto him or them, who 
hach required chis ching at. your hands: And therefore 
very unreaſonable & contrary ro the known grounds 
and principles of truth is thy Query to us,—.. viz 
Wherefore we do not g* intothe world and ſhew our tefti< 
aony and (ign againſt them 1n their Steeple- Houſes, For 
we can as lucle go into'any of the Steeple. Houſes to be 
a ſign againſt them, as we can be conformable to any 
practice which ſorne Friends may uſe— uvleſs it be 
required of us, No manner of worſhip being true or 
performed aright turther then ic is performed in the 
guidings, leadings ar.d motions of che Spiric both as 
to matrer, manuer, form and order, 

And for thy ſaying, what do I know but the Lord 
way require the putting off the Ha: now as he did Mo 
ſer to put off bis ſhoe 7 | lay, I limit nor the Lord,nor 
diſwade any trom obeying him, nor yet toleave this 
thing, that do bur think it 15 xequired of chem, buc 
E 4 what 
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what i3 this to them that know the Lord doth not re: 
your it of them ? And tho” thou ſhouldeſt this day 
che Lord cerrainly leading thee ro it, whar's that 
to thee ro morrow, unleſs thou haſt the ſame mocion 
then alſo? yea it a man ſhould have found the Lord 
leading him ninery and nine times to a thing, if he 
ſhould do it once more in his own will; that once 
will be found co be will- worſhip and voluntary hu- 
thility, cc; -—— for he is as much an Idolator that 
goes before the power, as he that draws back or ſtayes 
behind is diſobedient, ' Therefore bewate what thou 
doſt thy felt, and how thou leadeft others to aR 
blindly withouc their owne guide. Thou fayeft I 
accuſe G. F. fot bcing of another mind than he was 
fix or ſeven years ago ; but thou doſt abuſe me in fo 
laying * for I neither ſay nor can believe that he 15 
really of another mind, but that he is to this day,and 
thou alfo of che mind (tho' ye unrighteouſly derain 
or conceal theTruch) that it 1s neither fin againſt nor 
diſhonour to God tor a man pablickly ro Pray with 
his Hat on, which both his and thy practice fo long 
fince ( and ſtill in propheſying (o:) doth cvidently 
ſhew. But when a man gives himſelf to parciality, to 
juſtify an unrighteous & condemn a righteous chings 
what contuſion is he not ſubject to urter,and whar pi 
riful tuff wil he noc bring forch,as is this thy fond ar+ 
gument, viz. that the outward bead muſt be wncover ds 
becauſe all things are naked and bare before the Lord ; 
and thy filly (or worſe) comparing the Elders caſting 
down x tre Crowns before the Throne of God to worſhip, 
with went doſſing their Hats to Pray; but ſurely thou 
art not ſo weak as thou ſeemeſt, nor doſt in thy con 
ſcience believe, chat chey did chen doft their Hats, 
nor yet that thoſe Crowns were any vitble N__ 
alls; 
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alls:and yet very frivolouſly ſayſt, this was no Rownſh 
—wrrig O ' ! wk 4d wou thas dally in 
theſe marters ? may noc doſhing the Hac as a peece of 
reverence and worſhip of God, be a Romiſh Traditi- 
on, though that was none ? May not a man doft his 
Hat to Pray,and yer keep his Crown and not calt ic 
down before the throne of God ? and may he got 
wear his Hat in Prayer,and yet calt dawn his Crown 
as the Elders did ? &c, I fear this ſtrife is more for * 
Maſtery and the Crown than for the rhing it ſelf and 
in Chrift and his Worſhip no bodily ſervice of any 
member availech any ching, but a new creature; net- 
ther any coycring 15 to be heeded, but that of the 
new man, 

Bur if chou judgeſt us in this ching as weak chil- 
dren, bear with us as ſuch,and abuſe us nor, neicher 
inſulr over us,as being gotten up above us «#to the ſtate 
yi Chriſt who never fell,and beyond the ſtate of Adaw 

efore be fell ; and withal beware of chinking fo of 
thy ſelf, — tor this work of chine appareatly comes 
from ſclf, and cxalted above judgment, which God 
will bring down, |
